Gentlemen : 

Enclosed  for  your  file  and  possible  distribution  to  SAFOI  and  other 
interested  agencies  are  summaries  of  two  significant  UFO  reports  re: 

UFO  sightings  orig^ating  in  the  and  Cape 

Anni  Mass*  (3/2/67/  areas.  The  Ca^  Ann  detailed  report  to  NICAP 
totalled  106  pages  and  I found  it  impractical  to  send  the  complete 
report  due  to  the  heavy  reproduction  involved. 

Both  of  these  sightings  were  also  investigated  by  the  US AF- sponsored 
University  of  Colorado  Project  vdiich  was  called  upon  through  the 
joint  NICAP-COLCHADO  PROJECT  "Early  Warning  Coordinator"  system  of 
vihich  I am  serving  as  a coordinator  covering  the  Massachusetts  area. 

It  woTild  be  of  great  v^ue  to  UFO  Research  if  local  USAF  AFB  UFO 
officers  could  work  freely  with  local  NICAP  SUDCOMS.  Althou^  I feel 
that  the  bulk  of  UFO  information  used  by  FTD  and  Mi  lit  ary /Government 
agencies  comes  from  military-government  personnel  and  installations 
- and  - that  civilian  UFO  sightings,  unless  exceptional,  are  usually 
given  low-priority  ('!*)  to  avoid  undue  public  attention  vjhich  would 
indicate  that  the  govemment  is  giving  UFOs  serious  attention,  the 
time  may  be  ripe  v/hereby  civilian  groups  on-the-order  of  the  old  GOC 
and  NICAP  SUBCOMS  could  provide  valuable  assistance  to  a local  AFB 
investigation.  I believe  that  local  AFB  investigation  is  minimal 
and  primarily  tied  in  with  the  "Blue  book"  public -low- echelon  military/ 
government  information  policy  which  is  designed  to  downgrade  the  UFO 
problem  vjhile  highly-classified  studies  are  going  on.  However,  perhaps 
it  is  time  to  up-grade  the  priority  of  local  AFB  investigation  of 
civilian  UFO  sightings  and  use  the  help  of  groups  like  ourselves.  I 
hope  that  AFR  Bo-l?  will  be  revised  to  include  such  a possiblity  in  the 

future* 

It  is  very  apparent  to  me  that  "Bluebook"  is  certainly  not  representative 
of  our  government's  full  efforts  re:  UFOs  nor  are  the  efforts  of  local 
AFB  investigations  of  civilian  sipjitings  in  most  cases.  A higher  agency 
which  controls  investigation,  research  and  lov/er- echelon  military  and 
public  information  policies  mixst  make  such  decisions.  I trust  that  such 
suggestions  as  I have  made  are  at  least  brought  to  the  agency* s attention. 
Its  attitude  and  actions  re:  public  information  may  have  "bou^t-time"  for 
a secret  investigation  and  evaluation  of  the  problem  as-well-as  have 
prevented  a secondary  "people— problem"  but  it  has  concurrently  hurt  the 
USAF— Government  "public  image"  re:  UFOs  and  made  UFO  facts  just  that  much 
harder  to  accept  by  the  general  public  and  un- initiated  se^ent  of  the 
scientific  community.  Colorado  is  a v/elcome  sign  of  official  transition.

morning  by  NICAP  SUBCOM  Investigator  Gary  Michael  Story  that  he  had  been 
party  to  a very  unusual  UFO  sighting  with  his  sister  (Mrs,  iSvelyn  Prappi 
and  brother-in-law  (I'fe**  Ft^ancis  FVappier)  during  the  evening  and  morning 


hours  of  26th  Md  27th  of  Jxily  respectively.  Since  several  facets  of  the 
sighting  fell  into  the  Colorado  Project  Guidelines,  I phoned  the  report 
to  the  Colorado  Project  following  the  Early  Warning  Coordinator  report 
procedure.  The  recipient  of  our  report  was  Dr,  Roy  Craig, 

Two  interviews  with  the  witnesses  have  been  conducted  in  addition  to  two 
telephone  call  interviews  prior  to  laimching  an  official  investigation. 
The  first  interview  was  conducted  by  NICAP  SUBCOM  Investigator  Richard 
Fowler  and  myself  on  Augufft  4,  1967*  The  second  intei^iew  v/as  conducted 
by  Drs,  N.  Levine  and  R, Craig  and  myself  on  August  10,  196? • Both 
intcp-iews  started  approxiBiately  8;i5  PM  EDT  and  weather  and  lighting 
conditions  were  favorable  for  examining  the  sighting  area  and  taking 
compass  readings. 


The  Colorado  team  arrived  late  in  the  evening  at  Logan  Airport,  Boston, 
Massachusetts  on  August  8,  1967*  The  morning  of  August  9>  196/  was 
spent  by  the  team  in  making  inquiries  at  Hanscom  AFB  and  the  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts  ” Gloucester  Times"  newspaper  office  which  was  carrying 
articles  on  another  sighting  which  we  had  phoned  into  Colorado  on 
August  7,  1967#  The  aftemoon  was  spent  by  the  Colorado  team  at  my 
home  for  dinner  and  coordination  meeting  for  both  sightings,

Mr#  and  Mrs.  Fyappior  are  members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Novrt/on, 
New  Hampshire,  I phoned  Rev,  I'^cClean  who  is  their  minister  and  v/ho 
knows  them  v;ell.

3K3HTING  ACCOUNT: 

The  following  accotmt  has  been  compiled  f^om  signed  UFO  Data  Sheets 
and  personal  interviews  with  the  witnesses  and  is  considered  a 
reasonable  stunmary  of  the  events  recorded  in  more  detail  v/ithin 
other  sections  of  this  report. 

Gary  was  visiting  his  sister  and  had  brought  his  telescope  with  him 
in  anopen  field  b^ind  her  house.  Gary  and  Francis  noticed  a very 
bright  star-like  light  source  near  the  pointer  stars  of  Ursa  Major 
at  about  11:00  PM  but  did  not  pay  much  attention  to  it  even  though 
they  had  a general  feeling  that  there  should  be  no  bright  star  in 
this  portion  of  the  sky.  No  one  thou^t  to  turn  the  telescope  on 
it  at  this  time  as  the  moon  was  being  viewed.  However,  Francis 
saw  the  "star**  begin  to  move  at  1:00  AM  and  called  Gary's  attention 
to  it  who  changed  his  eyepiece  from  350X  to  75^  and  adjusted  his 
mount  and  focus  for  viewing  it*  The  li^t  soiirce  was  white  when 
stationary  but  turned  orange  as-soon-as  it  began  to  move  • When  it 
apparently  came  closer  they  each  co\ild  see  two  white  lights  forming 
the  base  of  a triangle  and  a red  ll^t  forming  a point  just  above 
and  in  the  center  of  them.  They  shouted  for  Evelyn  to  come  vrf.th  the 
binoculars  and  she  arrived  while  the  object  was  on  its  first  pass. 

The  witnesses  were  looking  approximately  North  and  the  Object  made 
7-10  passes  with  its  first  tenninal  point  about  NNE  and  its  last 
terminal  point  about  EN£  on  each  pass.  Gary  was  able  to  keep  the 
object  centered  in  his  telescope  throu^out  the  visible  portion  of 
its  flight*  He  described  a bat on«» shaped  with  exaggerated  bri^t  white 
lights  forming  the  balls  on  each  end,  a red  li^t  centered  above  the 
tubxilar  section  of  the  baton- shape  and  5 dixsmer  li^ts  centered  in  a 
stral^t  line  along  the  tubular  section  which  flashed  on-and-off, 

ONE- at- at- time  backwards  and  forwards  in  a 1-2-3 -4- 5 -4- 3 -2-1  sequence* 

As  it  was  moving  away  from  thm  in  an  easterly  direction  at  a point 
about  ENE  from  them,  Francis  flashed  his  flashlight  at  it  wi^  3 one- 
second  interval  flakes.  The  object  abruptly  changed  direction  seemingly 
vrlthout  turning  and  started  to  retrace  its  path  backwards*  When  it 
reached  a point  a\x>ut  mid-point  of  its  flight,  all  of  its  li^ts  dimmed 
(Gary  could  still  see  dim  outline  in  the  telescope)  and  its  two  end 
li^ts  flashed  back  3 flashes  seemingly  in  response*  During  its 
estimated  7 passes  back-and-forth  it  seemed  to  get  closer  each  time  as 
its  apparent  size  became  larger*  Frcincis  flashed  the  light  at  it  a 
number  of  times  with  various  types  of  signals  and  the  object  would  dim 
its  lights  and  flash  back  replica  flashes  in  the  same  manner  as  described 
above*  Only  its  tVtX*  end  li^ts  wuld  flash*  The  red  light  remained 
dlnsned  out.  There  was  an  estimated  time  lag  of  10  seconds  between 
the  flashlight  signals  and  a response*  When  a jet  aircraft  (estimated 
to  be  a single  engine  jet  fighter  heading  towcird  Pease  AFfa,  Portsmouth, 

11  .H.)  was  heard  thry  looked  for  it  and  easily  recognized  its  running 
li;»hts.  The  jet  hoaded  directly  i:owa3*d  the  Ij^Jited  object  and  the 
object  immediately  shut  off  all  its  lights,  ihe  jet  continucKi  on  out -of- 
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flight  but  still  could  oe  heard  for  avihlle.  The  object  was  still  nowhere 
in  sifjht  and  it  was  thought  it  had  gone  away  when  suddenly  It  appeared 
in  the  same  spot  where  it  had  shut  off  its  lights  but  as  a bright  flare- 
like  white  oval  10-15  times  brighter  than  it  had  been  before.  This  flare 
effect  only  lasted  a few  seconds  and  then  dinned  back  to  reveal  the 
previous  lifting  configuration  of  2 white  lights  and  1 red  light  with 
the  object  and  "flashing  sequence"  of  lights  seen  through  the  telescope. 
On  its  final  pass  as  it  was  disappearing  into  the  East  it  flashed  twice 
and  disappeared.

The  object  seen  through  the  telescope  just  about  took  up  the  whole  field 
of  view  dxirlng  the  initial  pass  of  the  object  but  as  it  came  closer  on 
each  pass  the  field  of  view  was  taken  up  by  roughly  2/3  of  the  object. 


The  apparent  bri^tness  of  the  object's  li^ts  varied  with  each  observer. 
Francis  (naked  eye)  compau^ed  them  to  Venus;  Evelyn  with  the  binoculars, 
as  4 times  brighter  than  bri^test  star;  and.  Gary  with  the  telescope, 
like  distant  car  ll^ts.  The  fidge^  of  the  lights  were  all  described  as 
being  like  a bri^t  star*  The  2 white  and  1 red  light  were  steady.  ^ 

The  solid  object  was  seen  only  by  Gary  with  the  telescope.  The  others 
saw  only  the  li^ts.  Through  the  telescope  the  object  appeared  darker 
than  the  backgrotxnd  of  the  sky  which  was  clear  with  stars  and  moon 
nearing  last  quarter  phase. 


The  elevation  of  the  object  increased  as  the  object  moved  closer  f^om 
30^  when  first  seen  to  45^  vfhen  making  its  last  pass.  Its  apparent  size 
varied  with  the  observers  because  some  had  optical  ald^and^as  it  came 
closer.  The  apparent  size  at  its  closest  was  finally  agreed  to  be  about 
3/^hs  of  on  inch  at  arm's  length  with  the  naked  eye  but  this  is  just  a 
rou^  estimate.  I asked  them  to  compare  its  apparent  size  with  the  Full 
>bon's  disc  on  the  questionnaires  and  received  quite  a variance  between 
estimates.  This  is  to  be  expected  as  unless  one  makes  such  an  estimate 
during  the  sitting,  it  is  almost  Impossible  to  remember  things  in  the 
proper  perspective.  Gary  Story  should  have  known  better  but  in  the 
excitement  was  only  Interested  in  seeing  as  zmich  detail  as  he  could 
throu^  the  telescope. 


When  Fyaiicis  and  Gary  first  saw  the  object  it  was  like  a white  star.  As 
it  started  to  move  Francis  saw  it  change  from  a white  to  an  orange  color. 
It  then  became  two  white  and  one  red  ll^t.  Except  for  the  first  abrupt 
reversal  when  all  3 lights  were  visible,  each  other  change  of  direction 
caused  the  object  to  display  only  1 white  light  and  1 red  light.  Ail 
Li^ts  went  out  when  the  jet  aircraft  approached  and  tte  object  flared-up 
as  a white  oval  10-15  times  as  bri^t  after  the  jet  aircraft  went  by  and 
out-of-sight  before  retixming  to  the  2 white-1  red  configuration  again. 
All  li^dits  dimmed  just  before  the  object  apparently  responded  by  flashing 
replica  signals  back  to  Francis  10  seconds  after  he  flashed  signals  to  it 
with  his  flashlight.  During  the  whole  sigiting  including  this  dimming 
mode,  Gary  could  always  see  the  "flashin^^  sequence"  previously  noted 
except  when  it  extinguished  its  lights  with  the  jet  aircraft- approach  and 
when  it  flashed  twice  snd  disappeared  on  its  last  easterly  pass. 

All  three  witnesses  esiimated  the  object  to  be  2-3  mil^s  away  from  th tan . 
The  sighting  area  is  a'*en  countryside  and  in  an  arec.  of  comp-Lete  silence 
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at  this  time  of  night.  Acoustics  arc  such  that  traffic  can  somttines  be 
heard  from  the  Now  Kampr-hiro  Turnpike  (ii-t.  #95)  about  ^ miles  away.  The 
object  never  passed  in-front-of  or  behind-of  anything  while  in  the 
observer's  si^t* 

The  speed  of  the  object  was  constant  and  althou^  no  estimate  was  made 
in-tems-of  speed  measured  in  miles-* per-h our | it  was  compared  to  the 
speed  and  motion  of  a helicopter  by  Francis. 

The  object  moved  back-and-forth  in  Westerly  and  Easterly  flight  paths. 

My  initial  compass  readings  with  the  witnesses  indicated  that  they  were 
looking  at  NNfi  and  ENE  fli^t  terminus  points  or  an  arc  of  45"’*  A complete 
pass  back-and-forth  would  hav?  involved  90**  of  an  arc.  Ho  one  could 
remember  how  many  times  the  object  performed  this  back-and-forth  maneuver 
and  it  varied  between  estimates  of  6 -IQ  times.  6 such  maneuvers  in  the 
course  of  30  minutes  wo\ild  have  meant  a time  duration  of  5 minutes  for 
each  complete  back-and-forth  maneuver  or  an  angular  velocity  of  18®  per 
minute.  10  such  maneuvers  in  30  minutes  would  mean  an  angular  velocity 
of  30®  per  minute.

WOTTT:  My  first  guess  at  an  explanation  when  first  learning  of  this 

sitting  was  that  a conventional  aircraft  with  its  landing 
lights  on  was  responsible  for  this  UFO  sighting.  This  would 
not  explain  the  abrupt  turn  or  other  objections  already  listed. 

It  Is  interesting  to  note  that  although  the  object  went  through 
this  abrupt  reversal  on  the  end  of  the  first  easterly  pass  that 
according  to  the  observers  it  seemed  to  change  direction 
differently  on  the  other  passes  vhich  they  assumed  were 
conventional  turns.  During  these  other  passes  the  white  li^t 
on  the  leading  end  would  disappear  leaving  only  the  red  and  the 
one  white  li^t  or.  the  trailing  end.  Then  the  other  light  would 
appear  and  the  object  would  retrace  its  path.  . It  was  not  clear 
to  the  observers  whether  a turn  had  been  made  so  that  the  sane 
white  li^t  would  always  be  on  the  leading  end  or  whether  the 
trailing  end  would  become  the  leading  end.  However,  repeated 
questioning  revealed  that  the  object  did  not  appear  to  either 
spin  around  or  to  bank  in  order  to  change  direction.  The 
"flashing  sequence^Tights  were  always  seen  in  a strait t line 
and  the  one  white  and  one  red  light  remaining  would  always  stay 
in  the  same  position  until  the  other  i^ite  11^ t came  back  on. 

If  a conventional  aircraft  with  landing  lights  turned,  it  would 
have  to  bank  and  this  manc\iver  would  show  the  change  in  position 
of  the  landing  li^ts  easily.  If  the  object  spun  on  its  axis 
to  turn  without  banking,  the  change  in  relative  position  of  the 
white  lights  should  ha\^e  been  noticed:>le  especially  when  it  is 
taken  into  consideration  that  optical  aid  was  employed  and  that 
the  maneuver  was  observed  closely  many  times.  The  description 
given  by  the  witnesses  would  fit  only  if  - 1)  The  object  shut 

off  the  light  on  its  forward  end  2)  hesitated  3)  turned  the  li^ 
back  on  4)  retraced  its  path  with  the  trailing  end  white  light 
now  becoming  the  leading  end  (etc.).  If  the  observers  related 
an  accurate  account  it  would  negate  a spinning  axis  or  banking 
turn.

On  7/30/67  I receive*!  a phone  call  from  ^'hr•  Paul  Munier, 
Superlntendant  of  the  New  England  Military  School  on 
Elm  Street,  Byfield,  Massachusetts*  He  had  undergone  a 
strange  experience  at  11:4$  PM  EOT  on  7/26/67*  He  had 
Just  checked  doors,  etc*  before  retiring  when  he  heard 
a loud  Intermittent  whistling  motor  sound  so  loud  that 
he  was  certain  that  something  was  landing  on  the  grotmds. 

He  looked  out  the  windows  and  saw  nothing  so  mished  outside* 

He  heard  the  soxmd  all  around  him  as  if  it  were  right 
overhead  but  saw  nothing  altliough  the  sky  was  perfectly 
clear*  Then,  abruptly  the  whistling  died  down  like  a 
siren  dying  down  and  there  was  complete  silence.  He 
looked  around  the  grounds  then  and  on  the  next  morning 
but  found  no  evidence  of  anything  landing*  He  stated  that 
the  sound  was  not  that  of  a helicopter  or  aircraft  but  of 
something  he  had  never  heard  before*  Since  no  object 
was  seen,  I dismissed  it  and  filed  it  for  possible  future 
reference*  On  Monday,  7/31/67,  upon  returning  to  Sylvania, 

I was  told  that  Len  I^wrence,  WEEI  commentator,  had  received 
many  calls  north  of  Boston  concerning  a weird  humming  sound 
during  the  evening  and  early  morning  hotzrs  but  again  no 
object  had  been  reported  and  one  of  the  cases  involved, 
according  to  t)ie  Danvers,  Mass*  police,  was  that  what  one 
Danvers ite  reported  was  Just  a burglar  alarm*  Again,  I 
dismissed  the  Incidents  after  talking  to  Len  Lawrence  on 
d/Ol/67  and  finding  that  the  callers*  names  were  not 
available  and  no  one  saw  an  object* 

During  my  first  interview  with  the  Newton,  N*H.  sitting 
witnesses,  Gary  Story  showed  me  a newsclip  from  the 
Lamp  Post  column  of  the  S/Ol/67  Haverhill  Gazette  which 
mentioned  briefly  that  a family  in  Rowley,  Massachusetts 
(not  far  fVom  either  Byfield.  Mass,  or  Newton,  N*H*)  had 
heard  a loud  humming  sound  at  approximately  11:15  PM  on 
what  was  according  to  the  paper  on  7/26/67  althou^  they 
are  not  sure  whether  it  was  the  26th  or  27th nor  are  they 
sure  of  the  exact  time.  I talked  to  Mr.  Moses  Ricker  who 
told  roe  that  he  and  his  wife  heard  a humming-like  sound 
and  had  seen  an  orange  glow  moving  across  the  sky*  Some 
visitors  from  Detroit  at  a nei^bor*s  house  heard  and  saw 
it.  A family  on  the  street  also  heard  it  but  did  not 
investigate  it.  I dispatched  NICAP  SUBCOM  Investigator 
Herbert  Eismann  to  interview  the  Rickers*  He  managed  to 
interview  Mrs*  Ricker  and  she  filled  out  a form  but  was 
only  able  to  get  the  same  basic  information  I had  received 
from  Mr.  Ricker*  IT  IS  EXTREMELY  INTERESTING  TO  NOTE  THAT 
THE  PATH  OF  IHE  ORANGE  C.LCV/  FOLLOa'S  A SET  OF  Pa/ERLIKES 
EDCACTLT.  It  is  to  be  wished  that  others  sighting  this 
would  have  reported  it*  It  at  least  indicates  that  activity 
seems  to  be  or^  the  increase  in  this  area.  A sighting  is 
being  inve;5ti/;ated  which  took  place  in  th*"  Cape  Ann, 
area  on  E/02/(j7,  9^30  PM  EDT  whore  many  witnessed  the  l;F0, 

i;f«cLc;jKi)  azPORT  on  thk  ;rii'’i3L0-ri0wi^Y  ikcidents  and  maps) 
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There  were  minor  inconsistencies  on  the  part  of  the  vfitnessas^  account 
such  as  apparent  size,  number  of  passes,  etc*  and  this  is  to  be 
expected*  One  inconsistency  that  bothered  me  was  that  fVancis  had 
noted  the  "bright  white  star"  near  the  bowl  of  the  "Big  Dipper"  at 
11:00  PM  and  when  he  observed  it  again  at  1:00  AI*I  he  stated  that  it 
was  still  in  the  same  relative  position  to  the  "Big  Dipper"  as  it  was 
2 hours  earlier  (as  if  it  moved  15®  per  hour  with  the  star  field) 
which  would  mem  It  maintained  this  position  like  a time  star*  However, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  that  particular  amount  of  attention  was  not  paid 
to  this  "star"  until  1:00  AM  when  it  started  moving,  etc,  Since  the 
"star"  was  not  observed  continuously,  it  cannot  be  proved  that  it  was 
always  in*the»same-spot  or  that  it  v/as  definitely  the  same  "star"  they 
saw  at  1:00  AM.  Overally  speaking  their  account  was  very  consistent 
and  I would  consider  their  report  substantially  accurate* 

The  DFO  certainly  exhibited  typical  UFO  characteristics  such  as:  * 

1)  Cylindrical  configtxration  2)  Unconventional  lights  (flashing 
sequence  comparable  to  fixeter,  N*H*  9/3/65  and  others)  3)  No  sound 
4)  abrupt  reversal  in  direction  5)  Turning  off  li^ts  as  jet 
approached  6)  Color  change  with  motion,  i*e.  white/stationary  to 
orange/movement  7)  Prolonged  hovering  6)  Proximity  to  power  lines 
running  in  approximately  same  direction  as  UFO  Fll^t  Path  9)  Response 
to  signals  (noted  in  limited  number  of  other  si^tizigs)  10)  The  flare-up. 


This  report  is  of  hiiJily  potential  significance*  If  the  Colorado 
Team’s  evaluation  confirms  the  NICAP  SUBCQM  evalxiatlcn  that  the  object 
was  a UFO,  then,  this  report  would  indicate  some  kind  of  INTfiLLIGERCE 
on  the  part  of  the  UFO  either  by  operators  or  by  instruments*  The  fact 
that  it  responded  to  a variety  of  signals  from  a flashli^t  with  exact 
duplication  within  10  seconds  of  the  stimulus  overwhelmingly  points  to 
INTELLIGENCE,  It  is  indeed  a greet  pity  that  the  object  did  not  make 
a close-range  approach  and  that  it  was  not  seen  by  others  from  different 
locations,  not-to-mentioa  photographs,  radar-tracking,  etc.  Perhaps 
some  of  this  information  will  be  gathered  by  the  Colorado  Team  or  some 
may  come  to  our  attention*  The  fact  that  other  sittings  are  oc curing 
in  this  general  area  is  also  significant* 

The  practical  use  of  the  NICAP  MASS  SUBCOM  in  conjunction  with  the 
Colorado  UFO  Project  was  both  enjoyable  and  instructive.  The  fact 
that  v/e  existed  to  perform  preliminary  "legwork"  permitted  their 
investigation  to  be  conducted  expeditioxisly.  It  is  hoped  that  better- 
trained  and  more  Subcommittees  will  be  formed  and  tied  into  the  Ear ly- 
Warning  Procedure*
